No one 
wants to chenee then, or abolish them, at the »resent time; but we may wish 
to make chenees sometime in the future. We'd be hamvered, in such case, by 
the existence of this formal and cuite unnecessary correspondence. 

I hove you'll agree with us about this. If not, perhens you will 
wish to ask AD/IC to exnlore it further and ret formal expressions of oninion 
from all Offices.
